STATE NAN COMES 
FOR GROVE SURVEY 


T. L. Roth Cooperating With 
Local Inspectors to Reg- 
ister Groves 








T. L. Roth, statistician for the 
federal state marketing service, 
arrived in Upland this week, plan- 
ning to remain for four months, 
or until registration of all groves 
in the West End of San Bernar- 
dino county is completed. He will 
cooperate with Harry V. Cavers, 
senior agricultural inspector, and 
Charles J. Hayward, inspector in 
the Upland office, and with other 
county officials. 

A complete check of all groves 
has not been made since 1936, 
when a PWA project compiled the 
information. Many new plantings 
of lemons have been made since 
that time. Peach acreage has 
also changed considerably in re- 
cent years, Plantings of new var” 
ieties have been made in the 
northern part of the state, while 
southern acreage has decreased.. 

Blanks for grove registration 
have been sent growers through 
their packing houses. A good re- 
sponse has been reported from 
growers in this section, but there 
are still a good number who have 
not complied with the request. 

Growers who have not returned 
registration blanks, may send 
them either to their packing 
houses or to the Upland office of 
the agricultural \nspectors at 230 
East Ninth street.

emaciated baby to the San An-} cent. 


tonio Community hospital, when 
speaking to the president of the 
San Antonio Community hospital 
auxiliary, Mrs. Earl Johnson. 


Looking at the distressingly ill 
and hopeless bit of humanity, 
Mrs. Johnson shared the doctor's , 
apprehension. Suffering from 
malnutrition and pneumonia, the 
baby was nothing more than skin 
and bones. 

But such are the wonders of 
science, that the child responded 
to treatment. Days were requir- 
ed, of course, to counteract the 





months of deficient diet that had 
caused the child’s condition. 


On succeeding calls at the hos- 
pital, Mrs. Johnson saw the baby’s 
thin little face begin to round out. 
And before he left the hospital 
he was as robust as any child. 

Pneumonia and malnutrition are 





Because of pneumonia serum 
and other modern medicines for 
combatting disease, the record of 
recoveries of the 20 cases, financ- 
ed by the sick baby fund since 
January, 1939, has been 100 per 
Twenty lives were saved 
and in 20 homes there was joy in- 
stead 6f tragedy. Average cost 
for each. life saved was $35. 


Recovery from pneumonia has 
been the most startling. One lit- 
tle five-year-old girl entered the 
hospital with a temperature of 
105, suffering from an advanced 
case of pneumonia. Seventy-two 
hours later she was able to sit up 
and have her picture taken, while 
her rejoicing parents looked on. 


Several operations for tumor 
have been performed on children 
so that they could develop into 
healthy, normal individuals. 

An accident case was one of the 
most recent hospitalized on the 
sick baby fund. A little year-old 
boy swallowed a razor blade. To 
save his life, an operation was 
performed,

THE UPLAND JUNIOR WELFARE 
LEAGUE 


The Upland Junior Welfare League, organized 
in this community about seven years ago, has a 
membership of thirty active members who de- 
vote a set number of hours of each year assist- 
ing with welfare work in the Upland district. 
The League has two major projects, namely: 
The Dental Clinic and The Shop. 
The Dental Clinic Project starts each year with 
the local dentists, without charge, examining the 
teeth of all the children in the Primary grades 
of the Upland, Alta Loma and Cucamonga 
schools. Cards are sent to the parents of chil- 
dren needing dental work. They are asked to 
choose one of three plans: 
1. A loan. 
2. Part payment of child’s dental bill. 
3. Payment in full if unable to assist in either 
of the above plans. 
Upon return of the cards, members of the League 
make the appointments and take each child to 
and from the dentisb’s office. 


During the past year, the League furnished dent- 
al attention to over 150 underprivileged children. 
This is a small outlay now in comparison to the 
large sum the county will save in the future, as 
records show that a great per cent of cases 
treated in the county hospital is a result of 
neglected teeth. 

This Project is financed by the Chest Drive and 
personal donations by residents of Alta Loma 
and Cucamonga. 

THE SHOP PROJECT 


A welfare shop is operated on First Avenue in 
Upland, where clothes, household articles, books, 
etc., that have been collected by the members 
of the League are sold for a small fraction of 
their value to worthy people. During last year 
the proceeds netted from the Shop bought over 
60 pairs of new shoes and paid for the mending 
of over 75 pairs of shoes for needy children 
recommended by the teachers of the local schools.

The Second Annual Upland Community Welfare

Enough was raised in that one ef- 
fort to enable all the activities to be fully financed 
and carried to a very satisfactory conclusion. 

The same plan has been adopted for 1940-41, and the 
appeal is now before our citizens.

That philosophy is the sum-total of the reason for community support of the so-called 
‘‘character building’’ agencies. 

The difference between a decent citizen and one who is a menace to his community is 
simply that the former has formed the habit of thinking about decent things—the latter 
has formed the habit of thinking destructively. These habits are formed in youth, and 
‘‘character building’’ agencies join schools and churches in bringing about naturally 
decent thought, habits and interests. 


National authorities agree that the apprehension, trial and incarceration of a criminal 
costs approximately $1,850 for every year he is in prison. The average cost of agency 
service to a hundred boys and girls is far less than that amount. 


Community support for character building is needed in order that such service may be 
extended to all the boys and girls of the community—not just a privileged few. 


Scouting concentrates the thinking and leisure time activities of developing boys on 
worth-while things, so that they may develop into worth-while men, and prevent juvenile 
crime. Under experienced leadership boys learn the fundamentals of citizenship. 


Through Scouting, girls learn the happiest way to combine loyalty, outdoor activity, skill 
in every branch of domestic science and high standards of community service. The girl is 
helped to effect the change from childhood to young womanhood.
